TRAINING FOR BUILDING 


HE news, given officially last week, that the Architectural Association 

School of Architecture has been unable to come to terms with the Ministry 
of Education in regard to the establishment of a College of Building at the AA 
makes it the more important that some official information be given on the 
proposal, with which the London County Council is closely concerned, to set 
up a College of Advanced Building Technology in London. It has been semi- 
publicly stated that a site has been selected and that a governing body is to 
be appointed which will work out its purpose, draw up curricula and appoint 
a Principal and staff. All these things take time, as is appreciated, but it is 
hoped an announcement will not long now be delayed. 

Joint education for the professional and management sides of building is 
one of the principal planks on which those who look for a better integrated, 
more efficient building industry take their stand. Joint education, of course, 
does not mean that students in architecture, quantity surveying, building 
management and, possibly, structural engineering shall spend their time in 
joint lectures, though there are undoubtedly some practical subjects which 
have a common interest. What it does mean (as Mr. DAavip WoopBINE PARISH 
truly said during the recent discussion on Current Problems of Building at 
the Architectural Association) is that those students who are preparing them- 
selves for various sides of building activity shall enjoy a common background 
to their studies and develop during their student years a respect for each other 
and a recognition that each in due time will be interdependent on one another. 
‘Team spirit, which we talk about but have not achieved, must start with 
the young folk who, in 20-30 years, will be occupying, but in a much more 
complex world, the positions of responsibility we occupy today,’ he added. 

As part of a long-term plan for efficient building, the conception of a Staff 
College of Building also has its place. Apart from residential conferences 
such as recently completed at Great Missenden, there is no opportunity for 
post-graduate research or study. A staff college, to which the professions as 
well as builders could go, is an absolute necessity. 


Meanwhile there is much that can be done to improve architectural efficizncy 


on which—and we should face it—the overall efficiency of the whole industry 
depends, or at least begins. Apart from any re-casting of the content and 
framework of architectural education, there is one matter on which Mr. 
Michael Pattrick spoke in the discussion already referred to—that is the diffi- 
culty of getting practising architects to devote sufficient time to teaching in 
schools. This is a real problem to which the answer is not easy to find. If 
the architectural schools are to develop the practical slant which Mr. Anthony 
Cox and others stressed in the discussion, it must be found. Only architec’s 
fully experienced in private practice can, as Mr. Cox said, * look at the subjects 
in a different light, have a different attitude and teach in a different way. | 
is a matter of thinking of our designs in economic terms and of teaching archi- 
tecture as one subject, not as a series of separate subjects.’ Those architects 
must be about, and, we shall hope, will come forward. They have a job to do.

Big Ben Centenary 

May 31 will be the centenary of the 
Great Clock of Westminster, popularly 
known as Big Ben, though the name 
rightly belongs to the great bell which 
first struck the hour in July, 1859. Ina 
debate in the House of Commons it was 
decided to call this bell after the then 
First Commissioner of Works, Sir 
Benjamin Hall, nicknamed Big Ben by his 
colleagues because of his immense 
physique. The story of the clock and its 
bells is told in the May number of State 
Service in an interesting article based on 
notes prepared by Mr. A. W. Hattersley, 
MBE, AMIEE, Resident Engineer at the 
Palace of Westminster, 1927-57. itis a 
complicated story of differences among 
ill the parties concerned, of delays, mis- 
takes and mishaps (the bell cracked and 
had to be recast), but the clock has proved 
to be an excellent time-keeper and a first- 
piece of workmanship.

Private Housing at Coventry

ARCHITECTURE 


A Talk by Felix Candela 
From a Correspondent 


ROFESSOR FELIX CANDELA, the 

eminent Mexican architect-engineer, 
on May 5 delighted a crowded hall of 
architects and engineers in London with a 
brief outline of his philosophy and a 
description of the gradual evolution of 
his style of building, which he illustrated 
by a large number of photographs of 
structures he has built over the last ten 
years in Mexico. 

Professor Candela began by describing 
something of his background. Although 
educated in Spain as an architect, he 
denied that this was due to any deep- 
rooted desire to design buildings, claim- 
ing that he might equally well have 
become a chemist or a physicist; it was 
quite by chance that he became an archi- 
tect, although he admitted that when the 
opportunity later arose to use his train- 
ing and develop as he _ wished, he 
thoroughly enjoyed building the struc- 
tures for which he had been responsible 

His architectural training was fol 
lowed by an interval for the Spanish 
Civil War, and then, after a period in a 
concentration camp, he went to Mexico 
He counted himself extremely fortunate 
in working in such a country—a country 
which is developing in an_ incredible 
way: ‘a country in which almost any- 
thing can happen!’ His clients are not 
particularly worried about the form 
their structure takes, as long as it is 
economic, and the sheils he builds are 
usually competitive in price with other 
forms of construction; occasionally, 
however, he gets a chance to be extrava- 
gant—and he gave the impression that 
he always took his opportunities! There 
is no doubt that he enjoyed building 
his anticlastic shells Although trained 
as an architect, he is in business in 
Mexico as a builder, and most of his

he was able to read the literature far 
more critically. ‘When one is young 
one believes that there is only one true 
way to approach a problem. As one gets 
older, however, one begins to realise that 
there is very little that one can say is 
strictly “the truth”; there are many 
“truths” in the same problem, and the 
selection of the best approach to a par- 
ticular problem is purely a_ personal 
choice; no matter how prominent the 
authority who writes a paper there is no 
need to believe everything in it: each 
reader must make his own judgment.’

Seeing Essentials Clearly 


Candela also affirmed his 
that one of the most important 
qualities of the human brain was the 
ability to see clearly the essentials of a 
problem. Too many authors believe that 
it is best to present a subject in a com- 
plex manner, so that those who read the 
papers will think the author learned. 
Professor Candela felt exactly the 
opposite; ‘if one realiy does know some- 
thing about a subject,’ he said, ‘ no matter 
what the subject may be, then one sees 
the essential matter to be really very 
simple: the reality is always very com- 
plex and full of inter-connections with 
many other things, but when solving a

beliet 
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problem one must clear away all that ts 
unnecessary and irrelevant, and leave 
only the essential and the very simple.’ 
He felt that this was the most important 
approach to any problem in any field. 

Professor Candela then proceeded to 
trace the various steps in the develop- 
ment of the apparently complicated struc- 
tures he has built—structures which, he 
maintained, were in fact very simple. At 
first he merely copied the work of others; 
he has never been afraid of copying any- 
thing; if he saw something he liked he 
built something similar, making a few 
small changes, and learning gradually by 
his experience. The first shell structure 
he built in Mexico was copied from the 
Ctesiphon vaults such as were built in 
Engiand during the war. Then a few 
short barrels, long barrels, domes; and 
then he discovered—— by chance as usual ’ 

the hyperbolic paraboloid, and after 
erecting a few of these he began to see 
more clearly the differences between the 
various types of shell. 

‘It is always simple to explain the way 
you have done things after you have 
done them; but in most cases, maintained 
Professor Candela, ‘such explanations 
are completely untrue, because one does 
not know exactly how one has reached 
a certain point in one’s thinking. When 
it comes to be explained, it can be seen 
clearly as a whole, but it is not the 
conscious mind which has gone through 
all the steps; the logical process is always 
an afterthought. As such an _ after- 
thought he could now explain that the 
word ‘shell’ had been often misused; 
many of the structures known by this 
name were not true shells. Any vault, 
any barrel, any singly curved surface was 
not a true shell, and would more appro- 
priately be known as a ‘laminar’ struc- 
ture. A true shell is a surface which can 
withstand the stresses in the surface 
without any bending, and one of the con- 
ditions for such action is that the surface 
must be doubly curved. 

Professor Candela continued by defin- 
ing the two fundamental types of doubly 
curved shell: the synclastic shell, in 
which the curvature is always in the same 
direction (as in a dome), and the anti- 
clastic shell in which the curvature is

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upwards in one direction 
and downwards in the 
other (i.e. saddle-shaped). 
‘From the point of view 
of structural behaviou! 
both types are of con 
siderable interest, he 
maintained, * but the syn- 
clastic type is very ex 
pensive to construct, 
since all the formwork 
must be curved. On the 
other hand some anti- 
clastic shells possess the 
surprising property oi 
having straight lines con- 
tained in their surface; 
both the paraboloid and 
the hyperbolic parabo- 
loid have the property 
of having two systems 
of straight generators.” The paraboloid is 
well known to us all in the familiar form 
of power station cooling towers: the 
hyperbolic paraboloid is the form which 
has appealed to Professor Candela, and 
the one in which he has specialised. As 
he went on to explain, this property of 
two systems of straight generators 
enables us to solve the equations of 
equilibrium of membrane _ stresses. 
‘Hyperbolic paraboloids thus satisfy all 
the conditions required: they are easy to 
build, they are easy to calculate, and they 
can be put together to form a large 
variety of shapes. They are flexible, in 
the sense that it is possible to use them 
to cover many different types of space 
in a variety of ways. 

In his modest way, Professor Candela 
said that he counted himself extremely 
fortunate in working in Mexico in that 
he was being pushed from every quarte! 
to build these anticlastic shells: he 
asserted that he spent most of his time 
telling people he could nor build the 
things they wanted. He was always 
being pressed to do something a littie 
different, and he thought that this might 
have contributed a freshness to his work; 
he avowed that he was inherently lazy 
although he certainly did not give this 
impression at his lecture!—and that it 
was only in this atmosphere of con- 
tinual pressure from clients that he was 
able to work at all. 

Professor Candela then proceeded to 
show photographs of a number of the 
structures he had built, illustrating his 
gradual progression from the simplest 
forms of singly curved shell—the barrel 
vault and the northlight—through the 
dome and the conoid, to the hyperbolic 
paraboloids for which he is famous. He 
showed how his early umbrella shells 
were formed by simply putting four dis- 
tinct anticlastic shells together and sup- 
porting them in the middle, and he 
emphasised the simplicity of the struc- 
ture, all the formework being made up 
of straight timbers. Warehouses, garages, 
even low-cost housing has been built in 
this way. As slide followed slide, and 
the structures, although simple and pleas- 
ing in form and line, appeared to become 
more and more complicated structurally, 
Professor Candela continually stressed 
«the point that they were still basically 
very simple—still composed of hyper-

bolic paraboloids, sometimes this way up, 
sometimes that, still made on formwork 
composed of straight timbers 

He referred to the very difficult soil 
conditions existing in Mexico City, which 
stands on a silt of very high water content, 
in which buildings are liable to sink two 
or three feet in a year! One very logical 
solution to the problem of providing a 
support for columns in such conditions 
was to sit them on umbrellas in the 
ground, which were extremely effective 
in spreading the concentrated vertical 
transmitted by the columns 

Earthquakes were another of the prob- 
lems which faced the builder in Mexico, 
but although there were one or two 
structures for whose safety he was rather 
concerned after the recent bad earth- 
quakes there, he had been relieved to 
find that in fact all the structures he had 
built had not suffered any damage due 
to this cause. The only damage which 
had occurred was due to the flexibility 
of the steel supporting column of an 
asymmetrical cantilevered canopy; this 
swayed so much as to break a window 
in the fagade of an adjacent building! 
They had since the column in 
concrete to this did not 
recur!

Candela showed how the 
surrealistic architectural feature dominat- 
ing the Plaza de Abanicos (Square 
of the Fans) at Cuernaraca had developed 
from the cantilevered canopies, again 
stressing the simplicity of the essential 
structure in spite of its apparently com- 
plicated form. From night clubs to 
churches; from entrance canopies to 
warehouses; all had been covered by his 
hyperbolic paraboloids; and yet the 
variety was unending. Nevertheless this 
modest man disclaimed any originality: 
“unless,” he said ‘it was the originality 
of the man who copied the work of 
others—without success *! 

Certainly all those who were privileged 
to hear Felix Candela will long remem- 
ber the refreshing way in which he 
approached his problems, with his keynote 
of simplicity. Refreshing indeed it was 
to meet a man who so obviously enjoys 
what he is doing—and a man who does 
it so well.

| April, 1956, the Architects were 
approached through their Singapore 
office by FARELF (Far East Land Forces 
Command of the War Office) as to whether 
they could immediately undertake the land 
survey and master planning of _ this 
£8,000,000 project for the Commonwealth 
Forces at Malacca on the west coast of 
Malaya, some 100-odd miles north of 
Singapore and, further, whether they would 
act as engineering consultants on roads and 
services and as architectural consultants on 
some of the buildings. The answer was 
‘yes’ and a start was made immediately

to be built on a.central site 
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A first reconnaissance disclosed that the 
land consisted of 2,000 acres of hilly ground 
bearing a mixture of derelict paddy fields 
and rubber plantation which was fast 
returning to a wild jungle state. In fact, 
recent growth had become so thick that 
during Mr. Pitcher’s (Raglan Squire's 
engineering partner in Singapore) first 
reconnaissance he got lost and had to spend 
a night in the jungle before he could find 
his way out.

The land survey team consisted of 
Mr. Kenneth Gouday and a team of locally 
trained personnel. The land was surveyed 
in sections according to priorities and the 
total time taken over the survey was about 
four months. Work then started on master 
planning 

The first decision was the location of the 
main access spine road and this was located 
as near as possible down the centre of the 
site commensurate with the contours

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Barrack housing was sited north of 
the main access road and divided up into 
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and the like was all worked out in associa- 
tion with “FARELF. It was decided to 
locate the hospital in the north west section 
of the site, well away from the remainder 
of the camp and with its own beach. As 
the camp is some distance from the town 
of Malacca a generous provision of beach 
clubs, sports fields, a cinema and churches 
for various denominations was made. 
The housing for officers and other ranks 
presented another problem, as the original 
planning brief was based on an assumed 
continuation of National Service. Half- 
way through the planning period, however, 
it became necessary to provide considerably 
more married quarters due to a changeover 
from National Service to Regular Army 
occupation and the Government's decision 
to enable regular soldiers to be accompanied 
by their wives throughout the world. This 
meant a great increase in housing density 
which had to te coupled with a feeling of 
spaciousness, and ample room _ between 
houses for the prevailing wind to blow.

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ROYAL ACADEMY SCULPTURE, 1959 |

F the Royal Academy Exhibition goes 

on improving each year, as it seems to 
have done since the War, the day will 
arrive, round about 1980, when the critics 
will have nothing whatever to grumble at 
(and how miserable they will be), and the 
Academy will not be like the Academy any 
more. But that day is far enough away, so, 
with many happy years of carping still 
ahead, let us try to decide whether the 
sculpture is keeping up with the painting 
in this year’s advance. 


Good Display 


A stroll around reveals that things are 
certainly better from a display point of 
view—the grim Lecture Room is not quite 
so full and all the very small things have 
been kept for the Showcases. Among the 
varied mass of work shown there are quite 
half a dozen thrills, some technical triumphs, 
many in the pleasant-to-have-about cate- 
gory and fewer than usual of those dull, 
commonplace lumps of expensive material. 
However, in spite of the high standard, it 
must be confessed that on the whole the 
outlook is still doggedly representational. 

Awarding the accolade for the Worst 
Picture, or Sculpture, of the Year is rather 
fun but too frivolous, so I went in search 
of the Best, or most interesting, Sculpture 
of 1959, and found it in the centre of 
Gallery VIII. The figure is called * Youth,’ 
and is by a, so far, unknown, and presum- 
ably young, sculptor called James W. 
Butler. It is odd and interesting in design. 
A naked boy leans forward on a section of 
railing with hands held up in supplication 

orit may bein frustration as the fingers are 
clenched. The fine seriousness and emotion

expressed by this single 
lonely figure stand out in 
an exhibition where the 
bias is perhaps anti- 
romantic. The figure, 
in cement, is figuratively 
treated and the tech- 
nique quite unobtrusive, 
but it is neither the 
treatment nor the tech- 
nique that gives this 
work its quality but 
simply the ability of the 
artist to reproduce his 
imagination in the vision 
of the beholder. 

In the Lecture Room 
you may find that a head 
in marble, called Janet, 
attracts by much the 
same quality, and by a 
strange coincidence you 
will find that it is also 
by James Butler. 

Two other works that 
come into no _ special 
category should be 
sought out. The first is 
given the very obvious 
title of ‘Seated Girl’ 
(Uli Nimptsch), and is as different from the 
figure that we have been discussing as it 
could possibly be. It is, above all, an 
accomplished thing by one who is beyond 
technical worries. The subject is simple 
a girl sitting on a high studio stool, with 
her feet on the cross-bars to keep her from 
sliding off. This could have looked like a 
life class study, but the superb modelling 
of the figure, the rhythm of the composition

and the divine calm of the whole: hing puts 
it away into the top class. 

The other one not to be missed is * Old 
Ladies on Park Bench” by Jack Greaves 
very different again. It belongs to a class 
of modern genre sculpture, depending on 
realism and character, satire mixed with 
sympathy and a rough-surfaced shaggy 
technique. These old ladies are both sad 
and funny ; one slouched back behind her 
newspaper and the other sitting bolt 
upright, the toes of her deplorable boots 
turned in and clutching the genteel handbag 
in her lap. 

Now we come to what should be of 
great interest to us—sculpture to be used 
in connection with a building. The field 
seems rather barren this year but there are 
two or three things not without interest, 
such as Harry Phillip’s * Risen Christ’ 
This great silvered figure is intended for 
St. John’s Church, Causton-street, West- 
minster. It looks as if it would carry well 
(here we are too close to it), and it will 
surely gain when seen in its proper setting. 
The figure realistically treated has just a 
flavour of Epstein. On the wall opposite 
there is another religious subject, a 
“Mother and Child’ by Willi Soukop. 
This does not appear to be a commissioned 
work for any building but it certainly 
merits a home in some church or convent. 
It is a contrast to the * Risen Christ ’ being 
very much designed, formal, severe and 
calm but in spite of its formality it seems 
to have more feeling than the other. 
Siegfried Charoux can always be relied on 
to produce something that stands out for 
its strength, unity of design and architec- 
tural quality. This time he shows a Group, 
for the LCC Quadrant Estate, Highbury, 
consisting of two Siamese-twinlike work- 
men sitting on a bench, literally shoulder 
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to shoulder—a most amusing composition 
of arms and legs. 

Portraits come last but by no means 
least—there seems hundreds of them and it 
is invidious to pick out two or three when 
the standard is so high all round, but go 
and see *‘ David Gascoyne’, by Gertrude 
Hermes ; * Alexander °, by Dora Gordine ; 
‘Dame Margot Fonteyn’, by Maurice 
Lambert ; * Head of a Printer’, by Jack 
Greaves—they are all first-class. The 
important Presentation Bust is a problem 
on its own and David McFall seems to 
solve it rather better than anyone else. His 
bust of W. Godfrey Allen, sometime 
Surveyor of the Fabric of St. Paul’s, is a 
case in point. Here he has gone deeply 
into character and caught the essence of 
the man without losing dignity and monu- 
mentality. 

The valedictory piece of advice is for 
those who like a display of feminine virtu- 
osity—go to the Showcase in Gallery LX, 
where the work of Marion Morris and 
Audrey Blackman is as exquisite as ever.

An ‘ Early Modernist’ 


To the Editor of 


IR,—In a recent letter (The Builder, 
Nov. 2, 1958), under the heading 
‘The Puzzling Robins and Robson’s,’ the 
above-named architect, whose name in 
full was Philip Appleby Robson (1871- 
1951), was mentioned as the son of a 
famous man, Edward Robert Robson. 
Philip A., however, merits special study; 
he was one of the outstanding contri- 
butors to what has been called (for want 
of a better name) the ‘early modern 
movement’ who has perhaps not received 
adequate recognition. 

Much of his work seems to have escaped 
publication. His first known recorded work 
seems to be St. George’s Hanover Square 
Schools, South-street, Mayfair, adjoining its 
junction with Farm-street, and backing on to 
Mount-street Gardens (c. 1898-99—the tablet 
on building gives latter year). It is an ambi 
tious work; although in some respects—such 
as the horizontal and vertical banding of the 
fagade—it is allied to T. E. Collcutt’s style, 
it has several original features, including the 
broad, heavily-mullioned bow windows 
flanked by pilasters and protected by over 
hanging foliage-carved cornices. When the 
writer first saw it, and noted it in his survey 
of Mayfair (The Builder, 1956, July 27, p. 
134), he surmised that it might be by P. A 
Robson, and this proved correct. 

After a country church another extensive 
undertaking, St. Gabriel’s College, Cormont 
road (facing Myatt’s Park), Camberwell, fol 
lowed (1899 foundation stone, c. 1900 first 
part opened, chapel dedicated 1903 
L.C.C, ‘ Survey of London’: St. Mary Lam 
beth, southern area; Architect 1900, Feb. 16, 
p. 112 and pl.; The Builder, 1905, Nov. 18, 
pp. 531-2 and pls.); the writer was attracted 
to this in boyhood. Someone said that only 
the chapel was correct—meaning that onl) 
that part followed approved stylistic prece 
dents!—but the rest is less outstandingly 
original than some other works.

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Back to Tradition ? 
To the Editor of The Builder 
SR. ‘Is architecture doomed to be the 
sport of changing fashions’ asked a 
correspondent in your last issue. It is a 
question that cannot be answered by a 
plain ‘yes’ or ‘no. Architects, being 
human beings and not automata, will con- 
tinue to act according to their lights. We 
should expect a certain increase in unifor- 
mity owing to the growth of miass- 
produced systems of cladding and curtain 
walling, but there should also be a good 
proportion of progressive individualism, 
together with an assortment of the merely 
fashionable, the pretentious and the dull. 
Although, as your correspondent reminds 
us, Lethaby talked about reaching out to the 
‘fairest horizon’ he did not regard this as 
a sort of fixed objective at which everyone 
should aim. He was concerned that the 
opportunities presented by new methods of 
construction should be but he 
added: * There is not one absolute external 
form of beauty but rather an endless series 
of changing modes in which the universal 
spirit of beauty may manifest itself 
change of form is one of the conditions of 
its continuance.’

Fire Resistance of Straw Slabs

‘Fire Hazards 

Associated with Thermal Insulation 
of Buildings’ which appeared in The 
Builder of April 3, the statement is made 
‘Tests carried out by the Joint Fire 
Research Organisation have shown that 
combustible linings, e.g., wood fibre or 
Straw boards, present a fire hazard, in 
that they encourage rapid growth of fire 
within buildings, particularily when used 
in conjunction with cavities.’ 

As far as compressed straw slabs are con 
cerned, this statement is both inaccurate and 
misleading. as evidenced by the following 
tests carried out by the Fire Research Station 

(1) External fire exposure (BS.476 

Part 3)—compressed str weathered 

with two-layer felt with the 

Code of Practice, fully satisfied the require 

ments of a two-hour test which

School, St. John’s Wood, which had a roof 
deck of compressed straw slabs After the 
fire, part of the roof deck was cut away and 
the portion ringed round illustrates that there 
was no smouldering and shows the straw 
clean and yellow. The use of these slabs 
prevented the fire spreading to the adjacent 
main building and so limited what might have 
been very serious damage.

HIS two-storey office building has recently been 

completed adjacent to Yarmouth Vauxhall Station 
The need arose from a reorganisation of goods work in the 
area. The new building contains a public inquiry office, 
offices for the Goods Agent and his clerical staff, and a 
messroom and locker room for the men who work in the 
goods yard. 

The site is on the inside of a bend of the River Bure which 
has built up a subsoil of alluvial deposits of blue clay. The 
strata of the subsoil slope towards the river and the site 
is also subject to occasional flooding. Thirty-foot driven 
piles have been used and the ground floor is raised above the 
expected flood level. 

A reinforced concrete ring beam connects the pile caps 
and supports 9 in. by 9 in. reinforced concrete columns. 
The first floor and roof are of flat slab construction with 
two-way reinforcement and no projecting beams. Steel 
shuttering was used throughout, and the exposed edges of 
the ground floor, roof slab and staircase are painted direct 
on the concrete. The walls on either side of the staircase 
are of 5 in. thick reinforced concrete and are designed to 
act as stabilisers for the structure. 

The external cladding is a combination of heather- 
brown brickwork and purpose-made curtain walling. The 
timber used is agba, a reddish brown West African hard- 
wood, and the infillings are light grey fully compressed 
asbestos panels. 

The staircase is constructed of in situ reinforced concrete 
with precast black granolithic treads. The handrail is in 
agba supported on solid steel balusters 
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The flat roof is finished with three layers of roofing felt 
laid flat on 1} in. screed. The eaves are finished with a 
3 in. high upstand and an aluminium drip. The tank 
housing is clad with western red cedar vertical weather 
boarding on softwood framing 

The internal partitions are generally in 
blocks and are plastered. The glazed partitions to the 
‘ Inwards * and * Outwards ° offices are framed in softwood 
with solid panels of * Vynide* covered hardboard. The 
notice board is covered in black baize 

Floor finishes include thermoplastic tiles in offices, 2 in 
sapele wood mosaic in the entrance hall and lobby, red 
quarry tiles inthe lavatories and granolithic in the boiler 
room and on the staircase landings 

The building is heated by a gas fired boiler and acceler- 
ited low pressure hot water with radiators. Hot water is 
provided by instantaneous gas water heaters 

In the absence of main drainage a small sewage disposal 
plant and lift were installed and the purified effluent is 
discharged into the river

HE building has frontages to Holborn-viaduct, 

Holborn-circus, Charterhouse-street and Shoe-lane 
The northern half with approximately 75,000 sq. ft. is 
occupied by the Diamond Trading Co., Ltd., and its main 
entrance is in Charterhouse-street. The southern half of 
the building, which}was erected by the Holborn Viaduct 
Land Co. and leased to the Anglo American Corporation 
of South Africa Ltd., is entered from Holborn-viaduct and 
provides approximately 62,000 sq. ft. of floor space. 

The building is set back to provide for the reconstruction 
of Holborn-circus in the future and has been designed to 
unite the irregular corners of Charterhouse-street and 
Holborn-viaduct and to provide the.splays at the corners 
which were required by the City Corporation. 
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The elevation to Holborn- 
circus with Charterhouse- 
street on the left and 
Holborn-viaduct on the right. 
The bas relief above the 
ground floor windows was 
carved by Esmond Burton 


In order to comply with the daylighting code, the build- 
ing is set back above the 80 ft. level, but maintains the 
parapet height of Atlantic House on the Holborn-circus 
frontage. 

The construction is of reinforced concrete with a cellular 
raft foundation. Upper floors have been designed to pro- 
vide mainly flat slab construction with the minimum inter- 
ference from projecting beams 

Both parts of the building are served with interconnected 
passenger lifts with additional lifts for the conveyance of 
goods. 

Externally, the building is faced entirely with Portland 
stone. The interior courtyard is faced with Portland stone 
and a buff Sussex facing brick.

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HE site at one time was a sandstone quarry, 

and in the centre is a deep cutting formed by 
the old workings. The fall is away to the south- 
east and excellent views to the coast are obtained 
on fine days in this direction. 

Cuckfield Urban District Council had no 
particular objections to the type of development 
envisaged for this site and only stipulated that it 
should as far as possible be kept away from the 
north-east boundary, and this area of the site will 
be left open as an orchard and garden area to be 
taken over by the tenants’ association 

It was decided at the outset that thirty two- 
storey flats were to be planned for the site with as 
many garages as possible. The restricted road 
frontage of the site indicated some development 
in depth and therefore some form of service road 
into the site would be required. With this in 
mind, and the usual poor appearance of blocks 
of garages on this type of development, it was at 
an early stage decided to plan the garages in the 
cutting in a quadrangle of sufficient size to form 
a turning circle and linked with the road sweeping 
in a gentle ramping curve. This method enables 
the garage roofs to be dropped below the general 
ground floor levels of the flats and constructed 
in such a way that they are paved over to form 
terraces to the flats. 

A feature of the design is the ‘saw tooth’ 
layout providing an interesting general facade 
both front and back. The interior planning to 
the ground floor flats is for a lounge, two bed- 
rooms, kitchen and bathroom, and the upper 
flats are the same, with an additional small spare 
bedroom or study

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RIBA ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 


Increases in Examination Fees Come Under Fire 


AS briefly reported in our Jast issue, the 

annua! general meeting of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects was held at 
66 Portland-place, WI, on May 5 with 
the President, Mr. Basil Spence, OBE, TD, 
ARA, ARSA, in the chair. There was a 
lively discussion on increases in the 
examination fees for students; the difficul- 
ties encountered in financing the new 
RIBA building were the subject of some 
criticism; but the matter of the revised 
RIBA constitution was passed over prac- 
tically without comment. Following are 
extracts from the discussion on the report, 
which was accepted: 

The Allied Societies’ Conference 

Mr. GRENFELL Baines (A): Now that 
constitutional decisions are being made, it 
might strengthen the Allied Societies gener 
ally speaking if the Council were to give 
them specific tasks to do. A great deal of 
time and money is spent coming to commit 
tee meetings in Fortland-place, but I feei 
sure there are people in the field who might 
be able to do good work for the Council if 
they were to make that request. Could that 
be borne in mind? 

The Hon. Secretary (Mr. Richard Shep 
pard): I am sure it will be taken care of, 
because | am sure the ad hoc Committee 
intends to ask the Societies where there are 
not other organisations like the Society of 
Official Architects who can get information 
in that way. I hope work will be done in the 
field in those forms. 

The Presipent: | do not know whether 
the Chairman of the Constitutional Com 
mittee would like to talk about this 

Mr. A. W. CLEEVE Barr (A) (Chairman 
of the Constitutional Committee): I think 
the actual proposals of the Constitutional 
Committee only impinge on this to the extent 
that one is proposing that the representation 
of members on the Council shall be elective. 
The Allied Societies will be represented on 
the basis of one representative to four hun 
dred members. This should enable them to 
participate rather more than at present

There is, I believe, 
a large body of the existing profession many 
of whom are sympathetic towards the idea 
that one man alone cannot perform all the 
tasks that are required of an architect, and 
architecture nowadays must be the product 
of a team rather than an individual. But 
they are seriously alarmed at the prospect 
of a two-tier profession where one tier is 
above the other and where the chap down 
below does all the donkey-work and the chap 
the top is a prima donna with a six-B 
pencil. 

The PRESIDENT: 
Mr. Oddie. That is noted 

Mr. JoHN SMITH (A): My question is 
whether it is still the policy of the Council 
to continue to increase the numbers of recog 
nised schools

Mr. ARTHUR LING (F): I think it is a 
measure of the fail this Institute that 
there are still 38 important county boroughs 
which still have no chief architect. I hope

£100,000 shortfall in the building fund. Two 


months afterwards we were told that the

shortfall—should we cal] it the projected 
over-spending ?—would be £73,000. We 
are now told—and here I am quoting from 
page 20 of the report—that ‘ the anticipated 
deficit of between approximately £73,000 to 
£100,000 between the premises re-building 
fund and the estimated cost of the work 
can now be determined at approximately 
£91,000." I should like to know whether 
£91,000 is a guess, and if so whether there is 
a more up-to-date figure. 


The Hon. TREASURER (Mr. E. D. Jefferiss 
Matthews) (F): The position is this. The total 
final costs of the building works here at No. 
68 and the additions to No. 66 are antici- 
pated to come out at something less than 
£229,000. I say something less. We are still 
waiting for the final account, and we have 
been informed by our architect that there are 
certain claims that have been submitted by 
the general contractor which are under study. 
We have allowed for these claims. If our 
architect is successful in defeating the legiti- 
macy of these claims we may be appreciably 

a matter perhaps of £4,000—under the 
total amount. 


It is true that at various stages during the 
building and towards its end it was neces- 
sary to report either at annual general meet- 
ings or special general meetings the state of 
progress of the building. We were uncer- 
tain of the amount by which the building 
fund that was available would fall short of 
the requirements, The origina] estimate was 
£100,000. We endeavoured to get it down 
below when the mortgage which we 
obtained at a time of fairly critical national 
financial restriction, although we applied for 
£100,000, was granted by the Capital Issues 
Committee at £70,000. 

We made the most careful examination 
that we could of where savings could be 
achieved in order to bring down the differ- 
ence to the amount of the mortgage allowed 
to us. We could only have done this by 
paring down to an extent which we thought 
completely inappropriate in the circum- 
stances of this building because of a local 
or national financial situation and because 
of our own difficult financial position at the 
time. This would have been quite wrong. 
We therefore took a bold step and although 
we did reduce certain refinements, shall we 
say, in the building we finished up with a 
difference of £91,000, allowing for the claim 


which may, and I hope will still, be won, 
between that and the building fund. 

We have, therefore, had to find £21,000 
out of current account. By the handling of 
the accounts generally, during this difficult 
year, in order to maintain the activities of 
the Institute as far as possible and before 
the new subscription rate became operative, 
we have managed to find that £21,000, 
which has been set aside to meet the final 
cost of the building. In the accounts for the 
year ending in December, 1958, which we 
are considering now, it can be said that we 
have finally paid off all the costs of the 
building except the remaining £70,000 on a 
twenty-year mortgage with amortisation of 
increasing liability. We have also found 
£21,000 and if our architect is successful in 
dealing with the final account and claims, it 
may be a little less than that. 


Profits on Examination Fees 

Mr. Wuirsy: It was said last year again 
by the Honorary Treasurer that admittedly 
there was profit on examinations. On paper 
this year it is £20,000. That, I know, is in 
fact somewhat inflated. I would not like to 
guess what the figure is but approximately, 
1 should say, it is the figure we put in the 
development fund; that is, £11,000. I sug- 
gest this is money we have squeezed out of 
these young students. The Honorary 
Treasurer says—I quote his very words— 
that this seems to be right and fair. Any- 
one who wishes to enter this profession has 
full knowledge of what it costs to become a 
qualified member, and if he does not like 
paying that cost he need not become an 
architect. This is in the nature of a premium 
on membership of the RIBA. But here I 
come to a very serious point. It is not a 
premium on membership of the Institute. It 
is a premium on being admitted to the 
Statutory Register of Architects. 

This Institute, through the agency of its 
Registration Committee, exercises a practi- 
cal monopoly of ARCUK. It prevents any 
person intending to become an architect 
getting on to the Register without taking 
the examniations of this Institute, whether 
that person wishes to become a member of 
this Institute or not. I believe that it is 
flouting the intentions of Parliament in that 
it has deliberately refused to allow the 
Registration Council to hold examinations 
of its own, which it is required to do by law; 
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and it has never given serious consideration 
to the examinations of any other body and 
never allowed such consideration to be 
given. I believe that this is a very serious 
matter. 

The Hon. TREASURER: You cannot take 
the direct expenses of holding the examina- 
tions and deduct those from the fees 
obtained and say that the result is the total 
profit. No charges are made, because the 
accounting is not done separately, for the 
staff organising the examinations here, rent, 
heating, lighting, cleaning, general adminis- 
trative charges. But even if a fair assess- 
ment of these is made, there is still, if you 
like—we will be quite blatant—a_ profit 
margin. 

I have asked the Council to consider this 
matter on every occasion the accounts have 
been dealt with and the Council have on 
each occasion approved the principle, which 
is an old tradition of the RIBA, of making 
some profit—and I am talking very plain 
blatant words—out of the examination fees. 

Mr. Everarp Haynes (Secretary to the 
Board of Architectural Education): I must 
correct Mr, Whitby on one point. There is 
no statutory duty laid on the Registration 
Council to hold examinations. Section 5 (2) 
of the 1931 Act lays it on the Board to 
recommend to the Council the recognition 
of any examinations which ought to be 
passed in order to qualify or the holding 
of any examinations which ought in the 
opinion of the Board to be passed by appli- 
cants for registration, 

The key words are ‘in the opinion of the 
Board’ and the Board have recommended 
against the holding of a separate examina- 
tion for registration. That was approved 
many years ago and has been confirmed in 
subsequent debates by the Registration 
Council. It is only when the Board recom- 
mend to the Council the holding of its own 
examinations for registration that the last 
words of Section 5 (2) come into operation 
which are: ‘and to hold examinations in 
architecture in accordance with this Act.’ 

Mr. D. H. McMorran: I think the meet- 
ing is missing Mr. Whitby’s point. His point 
is that in the privileged position in which 
we are in this Institute of being given control 
by the country of the system of architectural 
education, we have a very great responsi- 
bility for conducting these affairs in the best 
interests of the public and of architecture, 
and when, as Mr. Haynes has just told us, 
the Board many years ago came to the con- 
clusion that independent examinations need 
not be held by ARCUK, they perhaps did 
not visualise the day when this Institute's 
finances would be in such a position that 
we had to use our power of imposing an 
examination fee to improve our position. 
This is the point: that we should be, like 
Cesar’s wife, above suspicion in this matter. 

The Presipent: The point is this. It has 
already been discussed in Council. It is 
under review, and what you are saying is 
already known by Council. We will record 
your opinions and when it comes up for 
review again they will be noted. 

Mr. McMorran: Could we be told what 
it is we collect from students who sit 
examinations not in this building but from 
recognised schools? 

Mr. Everard Haynes: Recognised school 
students 20 gns. up to exemption from the 
final examination; 6 gns. probationership; 9 
gns. intermediate; 5 gns final exemption. 





News of the Week 


RIBA News 


HE RIBA Council has now approved 

recommendations 5 to 9 of the 
Second Report of the Constitutional 
Committee, it was announced by Mr. 
Richard Sheppard, vice-president, RIBA, 
at a Press conference held at the RIBA 
on May 6 following the Council's annua! 
meeting the previous evening. The Con- 
stitutional Committee’s recommendations 
were given in full in The Builder of 
April 17. 

Mr. Sheppard also gave details of the 
Royal Institute’s continuing fight for 
architects to be represented from the 
earliest stage on the various regional 
study groups that are being set up to plan 
the new urban motorways. He said that 
the matter had been raised in Parliament, 
and it was satisfactory that in the case 
of the West Midlands and West Riding 
of Yorkshire study groups that the 
Minister of Transport had written to the 
chairman of the groups suggesting that 
they might consider including an archi- 
tect in each group. However, both the 
Manchester and Northumberland County 
Council groups had stated that they saw 
no need for the inclusion of an architect 
at this stage, and the RIBA Council had 
accordingly decided to write to them 
again on the matter. 

Since the RIBA had not obtained satis- 
faction from its representations to the 
Ministry of Transport, the Council had 
now decided to raise the matter again 
with the Royal Fine Art Commission; 
to accept the Minister of Transport’s 


invitation to the president RIBA to meet 
him to discuss the question; and to urge 
the presidents of the Allied Societies to 
bring pressure on their local MP’s for 
architectural representation on the study 
groups in their constituencies. 


Sir Harold Emmerson 


Sir Harotp EMmMerson, GCB, KCVO, 
is to retire from the post of Permanent 
Secretary to the Ministry of Labour and 
National Service on July 31 next. He will 
be succeeded by Sir Laurence Helsby.

Fortieth Anniversary Dinner 


HE Minister of Transport, Mr. Harold 
Watkinson, was the guest of honour 
at the fortieth anniversary dinner of the 
Federation of Civil Engineering Con- 
tractors, which was held at the Dorchester 
Hotel, W.1, on Tuesday evening. Attend- 
ance at the dinner was a record, about 
800 members and guests being present. 
Mr. WATKINSON, who proposed the toast 
of the Federation, speaking of the roads pro- 
gramme, said that he felt very strongly that 
this programme should not be dissipated in 
bits and pieces of work all over the country, 
but that the Ministry should first concentrate 
on a major framework of new motor roads 
which could be the basis of a new road net- 
work which would drain off the heavy 
through traffic, and thus give us rather better 
conditions over some of our existing through 
routes which offered quite pleasant motoring 
on very good services provided that they 
were not loaded bevond their capacity. 

‘In this sort of programme you must have 
some new ideas,’ said Mr. Watkinson. ‘ The 
road over the railway is one which I hope 
we shall see more of. The four-lane double 
decker road cantilevered out from a centre 
pillar growing from the central reservation of 
an existing road is another idea which | 
think particularly suitable to our traffic 
conditions and congested areas. 

‘I also like the idea of giving a face-lift 
to existing trunk routes where this is possible 
because by so doing you avoid the terrible 
problems of land and property acquisition. 

‘The Great North Road, for example, when 
we have spent some £50 million on it will for 
the first time be great in nature as well as in 
name. I am announcing some quite ambitious 
plans for rebuilding the Kingston By-pass as 
a new outlet to the sduth-west at a cost of 
some £1.7 million.’ 

Continuing, Mr. Watkinson said that the 
Government would soon be spending at the 
rate of £60 million a year as they were now 
planning at not less than £60 million for new 
construction alone, the total spending rate on 
roads being roughly £140 million a year at 
the moment. 

No doubt we should have to reshape our 
road programme as we went along, the 
Minister continued, and he was most anxious 
to have available to his Ministry all the ex- 
perience that was available ‘The Road 
Research Laboratory plays a vital part,’ he 
said, ‘and I am considering whether we 
could also link some of the practical experi- 
ence which members of your industry will 
gain or have gained in other spheres and will 
gain in facing the particular problems that 
road building throws up in these islands. 
Particularly | think this is true when we 
move into the more intensive phase of urban 
building which we are now commencing.” 

In his response the President, Mr. R. M. 
DouGLas, said that this was the first time 
since the war that a Minister of Transport 
has been the principal guest at the Federa- 
tion’s annual dinner. ‘1 welcome the oppor- 
tunity on behalf of our members of assuring 
you, Mr. Minister, of our industry’s whole- 
hearted co-operation in carrying out the road 
programme initiated by you. At the same 
time,” he declared, * 1 would like to say that 
our industry can, if given the opportunity, 
bite off considerably more than we have so 
far been given to chew without the slightest 
risk of suffering from constructional indiges- 
tion, 

‘It is frequently said that roads are the 
conveyor belt of a modern economy and if 
we are to maintain our position as the work- 
shop of the world, it is to be hoped that the 


programme will increase in both size and 
momentum,’

response was by Sir HAROLD EMMERSON, 
Permanent Secretary, Ministry of Labour 
and National Service.

COMPETITION NEWS 


Liverpool RC Cathedral 


THE scheme prepared by Mr. Adrian 
- Gilbert Scott for a cathedral in 
Liverpool for the Roman _ Catholic 
Church has been abandoned, and an 
open competition for new designs for a 
building to be erected on the present site 
is to be held. This is the third scheme 
for the Metropolitan Cathedral; the first, 
prepared by the late Sir Edwin Lutyens, 
was interrupted by the war, after which 
its execution became uneconomical, and 
Mr. Scott was invited to prepare new 
plans. These were illustrated in The 
Builder of March 4, 1955, when a com- 
parison of the Scott and Lutyens designs 
was given. 

A board of assessors comprising Dr. J. C. 
Heenan, the Archbishop of Liverpool; Mr. 
Basil Spence, ARA, President of the RIBA; 
and Mr. David Stokes, FRIBA, will draw 
up conditions of the competition which is to 
be open to all corporate members of the 
RIBA in the Commonwealth. A _ building 
(in Mr. Spence’s words, ‘alive and vital’) 
is sought which would cost about £1m. as 
opposed to the building Mir. Scott was asked 
to design which, at current rates, might have 
cost about £10m. Towards the building 
cost about £500,000 is available. 

Mr. Spence states that the Lutyens Crypt, 
“which is wonderful in its own way, will 
be a complete entity, and the Cathedral can 
be built partly on it, or away from it, as 
there is ample space.’

From The Builder of May /4, 1859 


How we BuiL_p Barracks, Gosport. 

Sir,—Your columns have contained 
many well-merited strictures on the way 
in which the pubiic money is squandered 
on ill-contrived and  badly-constructed 
barracks; and after all that has been 
written on the subject, it is from bad to 
worse the authorities are going in respect 
to barracks for our troops. Of all the 
barracks that have been constructed, 
those now being finished at Gosport 
outdo them in display of reckless waste 
of public money and blundering on the 
part of the directors. In the first place, 
these barracks were intended to be bomb- 
proof, which they never would have been 
had they even been constructed as origin- 
ally intended; but the design could not 
be carried out; for, had the arched roofs 
over the buildings been loaded by earth, 
etc., as proposed, the sustaining walls 
must have been crushed, and the build- 
ings would have been a heap of ruins. 
One building, the commanding officer's 
house, was so rent by half the weight 
intended to be put on it, that the authori- 
ties were obliged to abandon their fal- 
lacious scheme for rendering that build- 
ing bomb-proof; and it was not until 
after that failure, it was found out, by 
your scientific men, that the whole beau- 
tiful system of rendering Gosport 
barracks bomb-proof must be aban- 
doned.

CURRENT PROBLEMS IN BUILDING 


Architect-Builder Discussion at AA 


HE AA’s three builder honorary 
members engaged in a discussion- 
evening at 34 Bedford-square on April 29 
when under the chairmanship of Mr. J. 
M. Austin-Smith, they spoke on ‘Some 
Current Problems of the Building In- 
dustry.” They were Mr. D. E. Woodbine 
Parish, FIOB, senior vice-president of 
the National Federation; Mr. Harry 
Oddie, President of the Institute of 
Builders; and Mr. Peter E. Trench, 
OBE, Director of the National Federa- 
tion. 

Speaking on * The Place of the Industry 
in the National Economy,’ Mr. PARISH 
said that if the building industry was to 
secure its place in the national economy, 
it must think not as individual sections 
but collectively. The changes of the post- 
war years had shown that there was a 
good deal of flexibility within the in- 
dustry—the big changes in connection 
with the design and construction of build- 
ings had shown that—but the process 
needed to be one of evolution rather than 
revolution. *As an industry,’ said Mr. 
Parish, ‘ we ought to be able to think in 
terms of an increase in annual produc- 
tivity of the order of 24 to 3 per cent.’ 


Were a survey conducted among the 
general public, none (whether in the pro- 
fessions or in the industry) would, he 
thought, be flattered by the public's 
opinion. The professions were an integral 
part of the industry. Architecture was 
not and could never be, an end in itself. 
Yet there had built up over a period of 
time a fecling that there was a monopoly 
of integrity within the professions and a 
lack of integrity, perhaps, on the indus- 
trial side, and the public was led to 
believe that it was necessary for the arch- 
tectural and quantity surveying profes- 
sions to protect them. ‘* During the com. 
ing years we must come closer together,’ 
said Mr. Parish, ‘and see whether we 
cannot improve means of communication 
and from that improve our productive 
capacity.” 


Education in Building 


Speaking on education in the industry, 
Mr. Oppie said that of all the problems 


which beset the industry, the paramount 
need was for a pattern of building educa- 
tion which would attract the right entrants 
into the industry. Without that we could not 
hope to fulfil our social and economic obli- 
gations. 


Mr. Oddie then outlined the mew educa 
tional proposals of the Institute of Builders 
which he hoped might assist those who were 
responsible for guiding the destinies of 
architectural education in a way that would 
at least prevent divergence. ‘In the past, 
he said, * we tended to assume that manage- 
ment could be assumed by a sort of intuitive 
genius. I know it is an art and not a science, 
but we have felt it proper, particularly in 
my Institute, to give greater guidance and 
facilities for training in the spheres of 
higher management.’ 

Such training carried the first seeds of 
joint education. People were often afraid 
to discuss that subject but he thought it was 
fundamental; it was far too late in maturity 
to become acquainted with and discuss 


‘I would submit,’ Mr. 
Oddie continued, ‘that the architectural 
profession has. much more to gain than 
building. Architects have a _ frightening 
degree of knowledge to absorb and a breadth 
of understanding to develop which would 
dismay an ordinary man like me, but I still 
think you ought to give the younger pcople 
in the new world a better opportunity of 
understanding the facts of building life.’ 
Mr. Oddie then referred to ‘certain 
hopes which had recently broken down 
[the proposed establishment of a College of 
Building at the AA, see p. 856 of The 
Builder of May 8.—Ed.] This, he said, was 
a tragedy. ‘If you have had a rebuff in 
these quarters, I hope you will think with us 
across the square that true education in the 
building industry should be for all. We 
must get away from our ivory castles, and I 
would like to think that in the future the 
industry might more closely follow the pat- 
tern of the civil engineers, in which a man 
can be either a consultant or an executant.’ 


Individual Problems 

Mr. TRENCH, speaking on ‘Collective 
Problems of the Industry,’ first outlined 
some of the problems of the individual sec- 
tions. Architects, he thought, had three: 
first, that of turning out a person who was 
artist, business man and scientist; second, 
that of numbers (in 1958, 900 came into the 
profession); third, the relating of aesthetics 
to economics. Quantity surveyors, in his 
view, had two main problems: like account- 
ants, they were very accurate people, ‘ but 
they must learn to be inaccurate in the sense 
that they must produce figures much more 
quickly, and not worry about the odd 
plumbing of angles and the like. Their 
second problem was one of advising on 
finance or planning—cost planning, At 
present they had only second-hand historical 
data at their disposal. 

The third section was the trade unions. 
These had three main problems: first, that 
of the semi-skilled men who came between 
the craftsman and labourer but who were 
certainly not unskilled yet were not skilled 
in the craft sense of having served four or 
five year apprenticeships; second, discipline 
(‘the top trade union people are first-class 
chaps but I am not so sure that they can get 
across to the rank and file their own feelings 
on the subject of employer/employee rela- 
tions in industrial life. It is a big problem 
and they must solve it if they really want to 
advance in the field of industrial relations ’); 
third was labour-only subcontracting (* the 
unions are very worried and are trying to 
attack the employers on it, whereas they 
should be putting their own house in order 
and making their people do as much work as 
the labour-only gangs’). 

The builders had two main problems. 
First came the quality of recruitment, a very 
serious problem because no matter how 
good we became at the very top of our in- 
dustry and profession, unless we could im- 
prove the calibre at the middle and the 
bottom we should not really achieve what 
we were setting out to do. Second, was the 
question of continuity. ‘The builder today 
wants continuity for confidence sake,’ said 
Mr. Trench. ‘He wants to see ahead, as 
witness all the planning for apprenticeship 
and training. He wants to know that he is 
going to have the work and make some 
money. He does not have the confidence 
that he should have in the future, and he 
wants that long-term continuity on which 
he can plan.’ He also wanted continuity on 
the site, the most difficult thing in the world 


common problems. 
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and the point where architects came in. To 
keep every man fully occupied eight hours a 
day was a feat of master planning. 


Collective Problems 


As to collective problems, one was leader 
ship. ‘This is an overstated problem,’ said 
Mr. Trench, ‘ We want to spend much more 
time thinking of the responsibilities of the 
individual members of the team rather than 
all the time thinking about who should lead 
it. The natural leader will come out of any 
team.’ The second was productivity. (° Pro- 
ductivity js a question of getting the maxi- 
mum output with the minimum of resources, 
and we are a very long way from that in 
this country today. The challenge is 
how to get the maximum output from every- 
body in times of full employment,’ 

Ihe third collective problem was com- 
petitive tendering. There would always 
have to be some form of this, but when a 

national contractor, having taken out his 
figures over the last ten years, found that 
he had made from his competitive tendering 
business less than £100, the matter wanted 
looking at. 

Fourth, was the problem of dissemination 
of technical information. A extra 
ordinary amount of research was going on 
but the problem was to get it across to those 
in the industry who really needed it, Lastly, 
came communications and public relations. 
The former brought in joint education and 
a sympathetic consideration of the functions 
of the various members who went to make 
up the industry. The latter posed the pro- 
blem of what was to be done to educate a 
general public which looked wpon architects 
as incompetent, builders as unreliable and 
quamity surveyors as unnecessary.

Discussion 


In reply to the Chairman, who invited 
comments on competitive tendering, Mr. 
PARISH said that the system deprived the 
builder of bringing to bear on a contract 
the experience and knowledge which the 
builder might have. Building owners could 
derive very substantial benefits from nego- 
tiated tenders. Building owners and their 
advisers must recognise that price was noi 
the only yardstick on which contracts should 
be awarded. We needed to bring together a 
team of people who had confidence in and 
respect for one another and who worked 
together as a team for the interests of the 
building owner. 

Mr. Oppie said that as a small provincial 
builder he would not like to see all con- 
tracts negotiated, but he thought the com- 
petitive system should be more selective and 
compare like with like. 

The CHAIRMAN: Does Mr. Trench think 
that the young architect, unaware of the 
need for continuity on the site and the prob- 
lems associated with programming, can 
unwittingly in the design of his scheme make 
the builder’s task on the site an almost impos- 
sible one? Mr. TRENCH: * Yes.’ 

Mr. Howarp Loss: How can we educate 
our clients in the difficult problem of invit- 
ing, say, 29 contractors to tender for a 
£200,000 contract? This has recently hap- 
pened to me and we are blessed with the 
one that made the biggest mistake but is 
trying to recover from it throughout the run 
of the job. 

Mr. Oppie thought that local authorities 
should be persuaded to have a panel and 
give people their chance in turn. MR. 
TRENCH said that when he was a builder he 
did all his work on negotiated tenders and 
found pretty well without exception that the 
only owners who came to him were men 
who had been disillusioned by the competi- 
tive system. ‘It is a hard way of learning, 
but anvone who invites 29 builders to com- 
pete will learn pretty fast.. MR. PARISH said

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that in some parts of USA it was necessary 
for firms who proposed to tender to submit 
fairly full information with regard to cheir 
companies. 

In reply to the CHAIRMAN, who asked ii 
profit margins were so low that industry as 
a whole was unable to plough back sufficient 
profits to re-equip and mechanise itself, MR. 
TRENCH Said that an independent economist, 
Professor Carter, had worked out that build- 
ing in this country had the lowest profit 
margin of any industry. Firms used in the 
Financial Times index of company profits 
made their money not from contract build 
ing but from such things as land develop- 
ment, plant hire or rentals. ‘It is my belief,’ 
said the speaker, ‘that the building industry 
runs at around 2-24 per cent, out of which 
to pay out shareholders and get on with the 
next job. That is completely insufficient to 
plough back to make a firm really efficient.’ 
Mk. ParisH made the point that an unneces- 
sarily substantial amount of the industry's 
capital was locked up in retentions, probably 
something like £150-£200m. 

Mr. J. BRANDON Jones said that he had 
been asked recently to work on a form of 
contract by a local authority which took the 
final certificate out of his hands and made 
it subject to the accounts being audited by 
the auditor. This means that builders would 
not get their final certificate on the day they 
expected it. ‘It is entirely up to the building 
trade to say “ We will not tender on these 
conditions.” ’ Architects could do nothing 


except to issue a warning. 

Mr. H. BRADDOCK said that all three leys 
of the profession must work together on this, 
and Mr. TRENCH said that action was in 
fact being taken through the National JOC 


Controlled Entry into Building ? 


Mr. IAN LESLIE said there had been one 
big anomaly in the discussion. No one 
objected to competition as long as if was 
between people and firms who were alike. 
That was the point; whereas an architect had 
to pass an examination before he could 
practise, any one could become a builder 
to-morrow if he wished. While there was no 
sort of control on entry into building, there 
would continue to be people who did not 
tender on the same standards and who 
depressed the price. 

Mr. ®ppie: I think there are far tos 
many people in building on my side, and I 
say that not because I want to eliminate my 
competitors, but because I agree with the 
last speaker that if we could rationalise the 
industry, we could give a better and more 
equitable service. 

Mr. TRENCH thought that we should dis- 
tinguish between the small builder who did 
up the front parlour and who accounted for 
about £500m. of work each year and those 
that did new work. No examination. struc- 
ture would extinguish the former class. 

Mr. Howarp Loss said that architects 
would be happy to see builders having a 
fairer profit margin, but the solution, put 
from the’ platform, of negotiated tenders 
could not be put forward seriously as an 
overall solution, because the majority of 
clients wanted more assurance of a fair 
price for the job. 

Mr. Oppte: ‘ There must be a transitional 
period during which profit margins must be 
large enough to enable money to be ploughed 
back in re-equipment.’ 

Mr. TRENCH: ‘No one on the platform 
has advocated turning over to negotiated 
contracts; I certainly did not advocate it. 
We all believe that you must have com- 
petitive tendering and that it must continue. 
The problem is how one can legitimately 
make money out of competitive tendering. 
The answer is that the builder who is really 
efficient will be able to get the job at the 
lowest price and makes money out of it.’ 

Mr. Tom MITcHELt said that the relative 


level of profits of efficient firms compared 
with those of the less efficient firms was a 
problem common to all industry. ‘ There 
is a vast number of firms who will always 
require to stay at their present level because 
the nature of work which they will do over 
the next 20-30 years will not change in such 
a way that it is possible for them to upgrade 
their efficiency.’ 

Mr. TRENCH thought we were on the verge 
of the industrialisation of the industry, by 
which he meant we should find in the years 
to come that we employed far less labour 
on sites and turned out more buildings with 
less labour, much being done off-site. Then 
the question of efficiency would stick up like 
a sore thumb because all the modern man- 
agement techniques which the industry could 
use—time and motion study, work study in 
its broadest sense and scientific incentive 
schemes—would be possible and builders 
would be able to become more efficient. 

Mr. ParisH thought the increased effi- 
ciency of the industry would depend in direct 
ratio with the capacity of the architectural 
profession to recognise certain of these prob- 
lems—particularly in the field of standardisa- 
tion. 


Architectural Education 


Asked by the CHAIRMAN for suggestions as 
to how the training of architects could be 
improved within the existing AA organisa- 
tion, Mr. TRENCH said that, first, there should 
be introduced into the syllabus certain build- 
ing subjects as opposed to architectural sub- 
jects, in particular building economic sub- 
jects; second, there could be introduced into 
lectureships people with building as opposed 
to architectural experience; third, some 
students should take part in the activities 
and lectures of the College of Architecture 
and Building, when it was founded. 

Mr. Henry Brappock said that joint edu- 
cation could proceed when the results of 
joint effort and understanding had been 
shown in the practical field of building. 

Mr. ParisH thought things were moving 
in the direction of a staff college for build- 
ing. At present, as in most industries, there

was practically no post-graduate study what 
ever, 

Mr. Davip Carrer doubted the merits of 
the staff college concept as being the com- 
plete answer. It was certainly one of the 
things that was wanted, but there was a 
rather lower plane of ability in which people 
must work first. 

Mr. Noet Morretr said he understood 
that what was being suggested in the field of 
architectural education was that we should 
now try to fit in—if not in five years, imme- 
diately after it in a post-graduate course—a 
lot more subjects. The tendency should be 
to try to fit in less, not more. 

Mr. MICHAEL PATTRICK said that in educa- 
tion we were not training an architect; we 
were training his mind. It did not matter 
very much what subjects he was taught pro- 
vided he was taught subjects which would 
make him think. The profession had been 
so busy and worried since the war that it 
could not seriously attend to education. The 
number of architects who would voluntarily 
give up a really first-class practice to give 
two or three years full-time to teaching was 
negligible. Teaching could not be done on 
something like a 3-hours-a-week basis. As to 
joint education, there was no earthly reason 
why the AA should not offer courses attrac- 
tive to builders. The only thing that stopped 
them so doing was that there was mobody to 
pay for those that would teach the builder. 

Mr. ANTHONY Cox alluded to Mr. 
Moffett’s remarks that we must stop think- 
ing in terms of architectural education being 
stuffed full with subjects and that, if we 
were to add any more, something must be 
jettisoned. ‘To me,’ said Mr. Cox, ‘ that is 
a hopeless way of looking at it. We do not 
have to add more subjects; we have to look 
at the subjects in a different light, have a 
different attitude and teach in a different 
way. It is a matter of thinking of our designs 
in economic terms and of teaching architec- 
ture as one subject, not as a series of sepa- 
rate subjects.’ 

A vote of thanks, proposed by the Presi- 
dent, Mr. D. CLarKe HALL, to the three prin- 
cipal speakers, was cordially given. 





COST RESEARCH 
RICS Panel's Views 


(HE Cost Research Panel of the RICS 

has prepared some Notes for the 
guidance of the quantity surveyors’ sec- 
tions of the branches. On the role of the 
Chartered Quantity Surveyor the Panel 
States : 

1. With the increasing accent on cost 
planning, the chartered quantity surveyor 
has a responsibility to his profession and to 
the Institution to take every possible step 
to increase his knowledge and technique. It 
is clear that many chartered quantity sur- 
veyors do not realise the seriousness of the 
present position in that they are letting slip 
opportunities to fulfil their true rdle as 
advisers on the cost of building. This is not 
a new function of the chartered quantity 
surveyor because valuable service has been 
given to the industry in this field since the 
beginning of the century. 

2. It should therefore be the aim of the 
Quantity Surveyors’ sections of the branches 
to spread the idea of cost research among 
chartered quantity surveyors, and to this end 
to improve professional quantity surveying 
practices and service to the public. 

3. If the parties to any building develop- 
ment have a well-informed and cost-conscious 
approach to each scheme, not only will it 
be possible to keep costs under contro] but 
considerable reductions below present-day 
average costs can be achieved without sacri- 
ficing good design, reasonable amenities or 
sound construction. It is particularly im- 
portant for the chartered quantity surveyor 
to play his part in ensuring that information 
is fully available to the architect and to the 
client on the cost aspects of each scheme 

The chartered quantity surveyor in carry- 
ing out his professional] function should: 

(i) act as cost adviser to the client and 
the architect; 
prepare, if instructed, 
plan; 
prepare the bill of quantities in such 
a manner as to give the maximum 
help and information to the building 
contractors tendering; and 


(il) a detailed cost 


(iit) 


(iv) advise on the effect of variations and 
maintain an up-to-date cost summary 
as the work proceeds. 


Methods of Cost Research Study 


The Pane! wishes to give all possible help 
to sections in stimulating an interest in cost 
research and suggests the following methods 
of study: 

(A) General: (i) Branch meetings or discus 
sion on cost research subjects, both general 
and particular; 

(ii) Joint meetings or discussions 
Allied Societies of the RIBA; 

(ii) Week-end conferences of 

(a) quantity surveyors; 

(b) quantity surveyors and architects; 

(c) quantity surveyors, and 
builders. 

Note: Under (c), a number of Regional 
Joint Consultative Committees of archi- 
tects, quantity surveyors and builders 
are mow arranging such conferences, 
which are of great value. 

(B) Particular: (i) Formation of study 
groups or discussion groups of quantity sur

veyors of between 6-12 members on a parti- 
cular cost study.

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NEW HOSPITALS 
14 Under Construction 


DEVELOPMENTS in the hospital 
since the NHS was founded ten years ago, 
were described by Mr. Richard Thompson, 
Parliamentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Health, addressing the Hospital Savings 
Association in London on May 7 

He said we all take the hospital service fo 
granted. ‘When we need it we usually need 
it badly. At any time there are nearly half 
a million people getting hospital treatment 
as in-patients in England and Wales, and well 
over three and a half million spend some 
time in hospital in the course of a year 
Nearly 40 million visits paid to out 
patient departments every year; of course, 
many out-patients hospital at regular 
intervals.” 

During the course of his speech Mr. 
Thompson said that when the service started, 
and for afterwards, many 
antiquated buildings had to be used in order 
to provide enough beds. He continued 

‘During the first ten years £100m. was 
spent on hospital building, and money for 
this purpose idily increased 
1956. Last year it was £20m.; this year 
£22m., and next year £254m. Five of the 
14 new hospitals in various stages of con 
struction are partly completed and already 
in use This is in addition to new out 
patients’ departments, ward blocks, operating 
theatres, X-ray departments, 
and extensions improvements to old 
hospitals

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JOINT CONFERENCE AT EXETER 


Consultative Committee’s Successful Weekend Venture 


FROM A CORRESPONDENT 


OR some time past the South Western 
Regional Joint Consultative Commit- 
tee of Architects, Quantity Surveyors and 
Builders has been aware of the desirability 
of arranging a post-graduate conference 
for the younger members of the building 
team; that is to say, those between the 
ages, approximately, of 27 and 45 years 
Because of this such a conference was 
arranged with the ready co-operation of 
the University of Exeter, and Crossmead, 
one of the University’s Halls of Residence, 
was made available from April 10-12 

At the opening session Mr. F. G. Rap- 
FORD, MInstBE, recently elected chairman 
of the committee, explained that the purpose 
of the conference was to cater for the needs 
of practising members of its constituent 
bodies (RIBA, RICS and NFBTE) as the 
committee was of the opinion that among 
the benefits arising would be a wider under- 
standing of each others’ problems by those 
members of the building team taking part 
Prominent speakers were to address the 
assembly on seven different subjects. 

It was hoped, however, Mr. Radford 
added, that this would serve to stimulate 
discussion during the conference, and much 
thought later. It was then explained that 
each speaker would be allotted approxi- 
mately 45 minutes for his address; groups 
would then formulate questions to be put 
to the speaker during the time remaining 
and on which discussion would be profit 
able. 

This procedure was found subsequently to 
work well, even though, as always, there 
was such evident interest in each subject as 
to bring forth gentle protests at the lack of 
time allotted. It must be admitted, however, 
that the procedure was correct for it was 
more than successful and achieved its pur- 
pose of stimulating thought, questions and 
discussion far beyond the anticipations of 
either the speakers or the committee. 

Mr. G. J. J. Hunt, ARIBA, spoke on * The 
Structure and Role of the Building Industry 
and its relation to the National Economy.’ 
He was unable to answer all the questions 
arising from the discussion groups in the 
time available and so, following the inaugural 


dinner, further time was given for these. 

Later, an open forum was held and 
speakers and chairmen available formed the 
panel before an enthusiastic audience. 

Mr. Hunt received a warm welcome again 
on Saturday morning when he spoke on * The 
Development of Management Practices for 
the Industry. Mr. Hunt is a consultant of the 
Building Advisory Service and his audience 
was soon aware that they were listening to 
yet another informative talk to which they 
willingly gave their attention. Following a 
spate of questions, readily and fully answered 
and discussed, he was still being requested 
to answer many more long after the session 
had come to an end officially. 


Teamwork in Building 


Mr. GeorGe W. Grosvenor, CBE, FIOB, 
chairman of the National Joint Consultative 
Committee, spoke on ‘Teamwork in the 
Building Industry.”. His talk took the form 
of an appraisal of joint relations within the 
industry through the years with especial 
reference to the constitution of the Howard 
Robertson Committee and its subsequent for- 
mation of regional and loca! joint consulta- 
tive committees where they had not previ 
ously existed. Mr. Grosvenor’s audience 
showed particular interest in the subject and 
the questions, with subsequent discussion, 
were extremely gratifying in view of their 
constructive nature. 

Mr, C. D. BROWNING, ARIBA, spoke on 
*Pre-Tender Cost Planning.’ This ll- 
absorbing subject was presented in such an 
able and interesting manner that many 
expressed the wish that more time could 
have been given to it. Certainly listeners 
were left with the desire for more, much 
more, information on the subject and it must 
obviously figure largely in any future Con 
ferences planned. 

Mr. T. W. SnatLuM, FRIBA, past-presi- 
dent of the Bristol and Somerset Society of 
Architects, spoke on ‘The Architect, his 
responsibilities, and their effect on Other 
Parties to a Building Contract.’ Mr. Snailum 
spoke from a wealth of experience both in 
this country and the USA and his frank and

forthright opinions intrigued his audience 
and left no room for doubt as to what is 
meant by good practice. All hope he will 
be heard again on this subject 

Mr. T. L. KniGut, ARIBA, of the Building 
Operations Research Unit of the DSIR, 
spoke on * The Application of the Results of 
Research, and his theme was the need for 
the industry to know more about and apply 
the results. After the groups had had the 
opportunity of discussing the address Mr. 
Knight was inundated with questions as to 
the best methods of ensuring that such 
results were readily available to those 
interested. Mr. Knight must have been 
highly satisfied with the result of his talk and 
left the conference sure in the knowledge 
that he had greater interest in 
research amongst all sections of his listeners 
and one which will remain 

Mr. R. H. Mit_prep, FRICS, delivered the 
closing address on * The Quantity Surveyor, 
his responsibilities and their relation to the 
Other Parties to a Building Contract Mr. 
Mildred’s ready wit and sense of humour 
endears him to an audience at all times, but 
none more so than on this occasion, The 
comprehensive, and yet concise, nature of his 
address, coupled with his frankness impressed 
and pleased. It was only with reluctance 
that the Chairman was allowed to close the 
session, for all wanted very many more 
questions answered and much more time for 
discussion.

On the Saturday evening there was a sin 
cerely voiced desire for the conference to 
continue beyond the time stated. Another 
open forum was quickly arranged at which 
Mr. J. Raprorp, ARIBA, recently elected 
president of the Devon & Cornwall Society 
of Architects, was the chairman. The panel 
was formed of members of the conference 
and included two architects, two quantity 
surveyors and two builders. This impromptu 
forum received such approbation that it is 
an item which must figure more frequently in 
the future. 

At the conference were nine architects, 
nine quantity surveyors and 16 building 
trades employers. Before dispersing, a short 
session was given to discussing the merits or 
otherwise of the conference and from it 
much was learnt by the committee. Among 
the main points raised were that the number 
attending was ideal and that a maximum of 
40 should be agreed; at the expense of omit- 
ting one subject, more time should be given 
to open forums and general discussion; con- 
sideration should be given to including con 
sulting engineers, specialists and  sub- 
contractors; that teamwork would be 
enhanced by local conferences; that the limit 
of 45 years of age imposed on those attend- 
ing should be raised. In addition to these 
general matters, a number of specific points 
were put forward, as a result of the addresses. 
given and subjects considered, which will be 
receiving the attention of the South-Western 
Regional Joint Consultative Committee at its 
next meeting. 

Mr. J. RapForp, on behalf of those pre- 
sent, proposed a vote of thanks to the com- 
mittee for having made the conference 
possible and his words were received with 
acclamation. Certainly the committee was 
left in no doubt as to the enthusiasm of those 
present and that it will be necessary to hold 
further such conferences at least annually, if 
not more frequently. 





IN PARLIAMENT

THE ROADS PROGRAMME 


\ HEN the House of Commons debated 

traffic congestion in large cities on 
May 7, the Minister of Transport, Mr. 
HAROLD WATKINSON, outlined plans for more 
new roads and gave details of other pro 
posals which are being cons:dered 


He said that Britain was experimenting 
with roads of limited access, such as the 
Cromwell-road extension. This road would 
be finished by August, apart from the Ham 
mersmith fly-over. It would be an enormous 
boon to London, 


In general, more radial roads were needed 
in London. They are also planning a full 
scale motor road. First it would be a double- 
decker between Chiswick fly-over and the 
South Wales radial road, which would be a 
full-scale motor road. He also hoped to 
announce within the next few days plans for 
a major ‘ face-lift’ for the Kingston by-pass. 

Link roads from the ends of the London 
Birmingham motorway to the centres of 
Birmingham and London were being con 
sidered. The Ministry was also looking at 
the possibility of a motor road from Alden 
ham to Marble Arch. This would cost about 
£30m. In conjunction with the work in 
Birmingham it would provide a link from 
Marble Arch to the centre of Birmingham. 
Another plan was the new outlet road to the 
east, which would combine the present plans 
for a dock relief road with the Norwich 
radial road, 


A new inner link road was being con 
sidered for London, although the cost of 
this would be enormous. 

Mr. Watkinson said the Government were 
satisfied that there was no case for a Govern 
ment subsidy for off-street parking. 

The Minister of Works would consider a 
large parking site in Hyde Park if some suit 
able developer came forward. The garage 
could be underground and could hold 1,000 
cars. 

He stressed that there was no simple solu 
tion to the traffic problem. We should not, 
he said, be dazzled by the mystique of the 
urban motor road 


Mr. G, R. H. NuGent, Parliamentary Sec 
retary to the Ministry of Transport, 
admitted that massive problems lay ahead. 
They could be solved by four factors: traffic 
engineering, highway building, enforcement 
of the regulations and public transport. He 
praised the success of the traffic control 
system in American cities, and said that to 
do the same in Britain, cities would need 
teams of traffic officers. We needed compre- 
hensive traffic schemes rather than tackling 
the problems in the cities in piecemeal 
fashion, 

He spoke of consultations he had had 
with local authority associations to ask them 
to advise their constituent members to start 
developing traffic engineering units in their 
departments. 

Mr. Georce Strauss spoke of the success 
of the Westminster parking meter scheme, 
but said that what distressed him was the 
length of time it took to get such a scheme 
into operation. On the time taken with the 


Marylebone scheme, it would be five or six 
years before all London was covered. 

Mr. A. E. HUNTER said he had received 
complaints about the slow rate at which work 
proceeded on the Bath-road, Cromwell-road 
extension and Chiswick fly-over. 


Mr. H. E. ATKINS warned against going 
ahead too fast with parking meter schemes 
and thus neglecting to provide for those who 
parked their cars all day.

Professional Advice on 


Mr. Bairp asked the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government on April 28 if he 
would make it obligatory on private firms 
carrying out work of demolition or recon- 
struction to seek the advice of a qualified 
person employed by the local authority 
before carrying out such work. 

Mr. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary: 
“The Minister has no power to take action 
On the lines suggested, but if Mr. Baird 
will let me have details of the particular 
problems he has in mind I will gladly con- 
sider them.’ 


Mr. Bairp asked if the Minister was aware 
that in a recent case at Wolverhampton 
where reconstruction had been carried out, 
a woman shopper had been killed and ‘that 
if competent, qualified opinion had _ been 
taken before the reconstruction took place 
this would not have happened.’

LXXX.—Bellhanger 


RECENTLY saw in an old kitchen a 
range of bells which would have done 
credit to any church, and I found myself 
trying to think how these were specified 
in the days when they were installed, and 
what trade they came under. Was it 


Plumber? Carpenter? So I looked up an 
old specification and found the heading 
‘ Bellhanger,’ but I am little wiser as there 
was no indication whether it was a trade 
on its own or part of another. 
fication ran as follows: 


4913838 


The speci- 











‘Bells to be put from the following 
places... to the several positions marked. 
A 14 oz. bell and . . . oz. copper wire, 
brass cranks and coiled spring level and 
rose. The pulls in the principal rooms to 
be bronze or iron lever pulls of mediaeval 
character and very strong; the wire of 
strong copper; the cranks to be best horn 
cranks. Floors over bell wires to be 
screwed (not nailed) down for ready 
removal. Put % in. zinc tubing for con- 
cealment and casing of the wires secured 
by round fine galvanised iron hooks. The 
bells to be hung and furnished with strong 
brass T-plate back and spring level car- 
riages.” 

This may not convey much to anyone 
now but I am sure it did to the Bellhanger. 

The name of the room appeared under 
each bell and as these continued to ring 
for some time it gave the servant time to 
see where the call came from. Bells and 
servants, of course, go together. It is no 
use having bells unless there is someone 
to answer them. 

When the electric bell first came in it 
was called Electric or Pneumatic and I 
find a specification running something 
like this : — 

‘Front Entrance: One ornamental 
bronze pull marked “ Visitors ” to indicate 
in the Kitchen. 

* Tradesmen’s 
bronzed pull 
Kitchen. 

‘Dining Room: Two black and gold 
porcelain pushes fixed one on each side of 
the fireplace to ring and indicate in 
Kitchen. 

‘Drawing Room: Two ivory and gold 
porcelain pushes to ring and indicate in 
Kitchen. 

‘Hall: One black and gold line porce- 
lain push to ring on “Call” bell in Ser- 


Entrance: One plain 
to ring separate bell in 


vants’ Bedroom. Also ome three-way 

pneumatic switch to change the Front 

Entrance bell at night so as to ring or 

“Call” bell in Servants’ Bedroom.’ (Poor 

servants, on call day and night!) 

‘ Best Bedroom: One bedhead pull fixed 
by side of bed to ring and indicate in 
Kitchen. One bedhead bell fixed on the 
other side of bed to ring on “ Chattering 
Call” bell in Servants’ Bedroom, etc., etc.’ 
Those were the days! 

To-day we have one little bell at the 
front door to ring so that anyone in the 
house can hear it and whoever happens to 
be nearest to the door when it rings, 
answers. 

For the front door there were also 
knockers, of course, and these have sur- 
vived except in the very modern dwellings 
where there is no place for them. All 
manner of shapes were evolved from the 
Medusa head with snakes for hair to the 
lion’s head with the ring through the 
mouth, and usually all in solid brass. 

But alas for the departed bells and ser- 
vants; for the cord that was pulled for 
extra coals for the fire and the one that 
brought early morning tea. No electric 
fires and gadgets that go by ridiculous 
names could hope to make up to us for 
the forgotten trade of ‘ Bellhanger.’ 


TECHNICAL EDUCATION 
New Three-Year Plan Announced 


NEW capital investment programme 

planned to cost £54m. for technical 
education in the three years after 1961 was 
announced recently by Mr. GEOFFREY LLOYD, 
Minister of Education. In a Circular 
(Na 1/59) to local education authorities 
Mr. Lloyd says that in ordet to maintain the 
momentum of the advance in technical edu- 
cation a building programme of £15m. will 
be approved for 1961-62 and that pro- 
grammes for 1962-63 and 1963-64 will be 
provisionally set at the same figure. This 
total programme of £45m. is expected to 
involve consequential expenditure of £9m. 
on equipment. 

The £70m. building programme for the 
five-year period covered by the 1956 White 
Paper up to 1961 is progressing steadily. 
Building projects under this plan for new 
colleges or major extensions now number 
359, and in 1958 the amount of work started 
amounted to £15m. Local education 
authorities will now be able to continue to 
plan their building work two years in 
advance. 

The new three-year programme will pro- 
vide for: 

1. Further increases in the output of 
advanced students in science and tech- 
nology beyond the level of 15,000 a year 
which the plans announced in the White 
Paper were designed to make possible; 

2. further expansion in educational pro- 
vision for technicians and craftsmen to 
match the training opportunities which it 
is industry's task to provide for the grow- 
ing number of young people who will be 
available for employment; 

3. improving existing facilities in the 
colleges not only for teaching but also for 
social and recreational purposes, including 
hostels. 

In the later two years of the programme it 
is proposed to give special priority to build- 
ing proposals for commercial education, on 
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which the Minister hopes soon to announce 
his views in the light of the Report of the 
Advisory Committee on Education for Com- 
merce. There will also be some capital 
expenditure on art education. 

Details of the 1961-62 building programme 
will be announced to individual local edu- 
cation authorities as soon as possible. 


DSIR REPORT 


Proposals for Second 5-year Plan 


bose second report of the Research Coun- 
cil of the Department of Scientific and 
Industrial Research for the year 1958, now 
published (HMSO, price 3s. 6d.) gives details 
of the Department's second five-year plan. 

It has been the main duty of the Council, 
in its second year of office, to make pro 
posals to the Treasury for the Department's 
expenditure under the second five-year plan, 
which runs from 1959 to 1964. This plan 
involves a rise of 70 per cent in the Depart- 
ment’s expenditure, £61m. in 1959-64 com- 
pared with £53.6m. for 1954-59. The council 
adds that the gross expenditure should rise 
fairly uniformly—from about £9m. in the 
present year to £14m. in 1963-64 (excluding 
items financed outside the plan). 

Turning to research associations, the 
Council state: *We envisage that expendi- 
ture on revenue and capital grants to these 
associations will rise by about a third, 
because their scope and activities are grow- 
ing steadily in response to the expressed 
needs of industry. However, it is our policy 
that industry should bear an increasing share 
of the total operating cost of the associa- 
tions and we envisage that over the next 
five years grant-earning income from industry 
will be 46 per cent greater than during the 
last five years, the grants themselves only 34 
per cent greater.’ 

On research stations the Council says: 
“We strongly believe that the Department's 
research stations—changing in function and 
objective, when necessary, to meet the needs 
of a changing situation—should continue to 
undertake the three kinds of research that 
are of great importance to the nation, but 
have too general an application to be 
financed by any one industry or group of 
industries; research which helps central and 
local authorities to supply essential services 
and protect the welfare of the people; 
research which improves the efficiency of the 
economy as a whole; and research which 
provides the industry with basic information 
for carrying out the applied research neces- 
sary to solve its particular problems. 

* All three kinds of research,’ the Council 
adds, * should be expanded. The growth of 
stations will not be uniform, but will depend 
on where additional effort can best be 
exerted in the national interest.’ Concluding, 
the Council states that in some stations the 
emphasis will shift to new objectives, or to 
new fields of research. 

The Department is arranging, with the help 
of the Ministry of Works, an enlarged build- 
ing programme to provide space and equip- 
ment for the increased staff in its stations. 
The programme includes the provision of 
new buildings at Crowthorne, Berks., to 
house the Road Research Laboratory, 
which is at present handicapped by extremely 
cramped conditions; the adaptation of build- 
ings at Thorp Arch, near Leeds, to take the 
National Lending Library for Science and 
Technology; and extensions to other stations. 





FLY-ASH AS A FILL 
MATERIAL 


From a Technical Correspondent 


YONSIDERABLE thought has been 
given in recent yeurs to the ways in 
which use might be made of fly-ash, or 
pulverised fuel ash, produced in great 
quantity by the burning of pulverised fuel 
in thermal power stations. Amongst the 
successful applications is as an additive to 
concrete replacing some of the cement, 
as it has pozzolanic properties, thus being 
advantageous in mass concrete in 
reducing the heat of hydration, and its 
use in the manufacture of lightweight 
concrete products. Recently it has been 
suggested that it may be used as a bulk 
fill material. 

On a small scale fly-ash has previously 
been used in this way. For example, at 
Little Lever, in Lancashire, the Urban 
District Counci] has used it to form aprons 
in front of garages in place of a concrete 
slab. It is also being used as a fill under 
the ground floor slabs of houses. 

However, because of its low density it 
was suggested for an 8-ft. embankment on 
the Biggleswade By-Pass where the under 
lying material was peat. It was thought 
that the lighter load of fly-ash compared 
with normal filling materials would 
minimise settlement of the peat, but before 
using it for so important a project it seemed 
advisable to carry out large-scale tests the 
results of which are summarised below 
from notes supplied by the main ash 
disposal contractors, Messrs. Stephenson 
Clarke Ltd. 


Experimental Embankment 


An embankment was constructed about 
10 ft. high with a top 20 ft. long by 15 ft 
wide and side slopes of | in 14, with fly-ash 
supplied from Goldington Power Station, 
Bedford. The embankment was formed in 
9-in. layers spread by buildozer and com 
pacted by 7 passes of a 6}-cwt. tandem 
vibrating roller followed by 3 passes of a 
25-cwt. tandem vibrating roller. Density 
and moisture content were measured, and 
California Bearing Ratio tests carried out at 
depths of 2 ft., 4 ft. 6 in., 6 ft. 6 in. and 10 ft 

The moisture content of each lorry load 
was also measured. Water is added to the 
ash at the power station to prevent nuisance 
caused by its being blown about in transit, 
and it was found difficult to control the 
moisture content at the site with any 
accuracy. Attempts were made to use 
heavier rollers but these proved incapable 
of operating on uncompacted ash. It would 
seem that the best. equipment would 
probably be a multi-wheel pneumatic tyre 
roller which would give better compaction 
of the upper 2-in. or so of a layer than was 
obtained by the equipment used in the test. 

Density and moisture content varied con 
siderably, but a rough average is about 65 Ib 
per cu. ft. with a moisture content of about 
18 to 19 per cent. The average C.B.R 
values of the final layer were about 24 per 
cent The ash drained well, and where 
drainage is possible it seems that even 
extremely wet weather would be unlikely to 
affect the ash. The compaction obtained 
was such that for 100 cu. vds. of finished 


work 139 cu. yds. of ash, as delivered, were 
required 

Compressive strength tests were also made 
on cubes of fly-ash but with extremely 
erratic results. Strengths from 17 Ib. to 
490 Ib. per sq. in. were obtained at 28 days, 
although with fresh ash of fine grading com 
pacted to over 80 bb. per cu. ft. a strength at 
42 days of more than 200 Ib. per sq. in. 
should be obtained. 

The cementing action of fly-ash assists 
greatly in producing a stable embankment. 
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and after 4 months there was no measurable 
settlement of the test embankment. Inspec 
tion confirmed the suitability of fly-ash as a 
‘selected filling material,” and it has been 
specified on the Al Trunk Road Improve 
ment Schemes at Biggleswade and 
Wyboston, where 3,000 cu. yds. have been 
already supplied Its use, however, 
requires care until more is known about the 
control of moisture content in particular, 
and it should not be used in low-lying areas 
in wet weather

Corporation ‘ Not Committed’ 
to Thames-side Multi-Storey 
Garage 
HEN the Court of Common Council 
approved a report of the Improve- 
ments and Town Planning Committee on 
May 7 setting out proposals for Redevelop- 
ment Unit No. 38—land bounded by Upper 
Thames-street, Swan-lane, the Rive: 
Thames and Angel-passage, it was decided 
that the Corporation should not be ‘com- 
mitted at this stage’ to a proposal, in the 
report, for the erection of a multi-storey 
garage for 600 cars. 

The report, which was approved with that 
qualification, referred to an area of 1.545 
acres, half of which has already been 
acquired by the Corporation. A compulsory 
purchase order is to be made for the 
remainder. 

The proposed layout provides for the 
multi-storey garage, widening of Swan-lane 
to 40 ft. the construction of new access 
roads and a small improvement to part of 
the South side of Upper Thames-street. 

The Committee recommended that the pro- 
posals should be approved and declared that 
the construction and management of a multi- 
storey garage was not likely to prove a 
remunerative development. 

It also said: ‘It is appreciated that a 
final decision as to whether the site should 
be developed by the Corporation or by pri- 
vate enterprise has not yet been taken by 
the Court.’ 

Major S. SANDLE said he was somewhat 
surprised by a note that the Rates and 
Finance Committees concurred with the pro- 
posal which, in short, was that in order to 
provide land for building a multi-storey 
garage they would do so at a rate which, 
when the full money was paid, would involve 
charges on the rates of about £8,000 or 
£9,000 a year. 

He moved 
scheme 

Mr. B. G. ArtTHUR, chairman of the 
Improvements and Town Planning Commit- 
tee, emphasised that the final decision had 
not been made as to whether the site should 
be developed by the Corporation or by pri- 
vate enterprise. The Committee had been 
concerned in ear-marking a certain number 
‘of sites for the purpose of multi-storey 
garages and they had to see to it that the 
land should be available for that purpose 
That was all the report dealt with—the pur 
chase of the land. 

He urged the Court to accept the report 
and recommendation because nothing could 
be done on the broader question until the 
site was purchased. 

Major SANDLE’S reference back was not 
carried, but he then moved an amendment 
that the Court should not be committed * at 
this stage’ to the policy outlined for the 
multi-storey garage. 

Mr. ARTHUR said he thought the suggested 
amendment did represent the feeling of the 
Court, and would help to make the position 
clearer. 

The motion to approve the report was 
agreed with that amendment. 

The Improvements and Town Planning 
Committee reported that the London County 
Council had sought the views of the Cor- 
poration on that Council’s proposal to con-

BCURA 21st ANNIVERSARY 
Open Days at Leatherhead 

In Apri, 1938, the British Coal Utilisation 
Research Association was formed to * pro 
mate research and other scientific work in 
connection with the utilisation of coal and 
its derivatives.” To mark its 2|st anniversary 
the Association held open days at its 
Leatherhead Laboratories from April 22-24, 
the first day being devoted to Members of

the Association and special guests, the second 
to representatives of Government Depart 
ments, Research Associations, Universities 
and Technical Colleges, and the third to 
students from local Colleges and Schools. 

Current researches in the industrial, 
domestic and basic fields were illustrated 
by exhibits and displays arranged to show 
how the BCURA is helping to solve some 
major problems concerning coal! utilisation in 
industry and the home. 

A method of automatic ocntrol for a mini 
ature chain-grate stoker, used to fire central 
heating boilers (4-2 million Btu/h) in offices 
or blocks of flats, has been devised. and this 
permits 4 in. small coal to be burnt smoke 
lessly at high efficiency over a wide range 
of heating loads 

New, and more accurate, methods of 
measuring domestic smoke emission have 
been developed at Leatherhead, and the total 
amount of smoke can be collected and 
weighed in an electro-precipitator. The DSIR 
(on behalf of the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government) has now placed a con 
tract with the Association for measurements 
of smoke emission from fuels and appliances, 
so that the Minister can make the necessary 
decisions regarding authorised fuels and 
exempted appliances which may be used in 
smoke control areas. 

Another approach to the reduction of pol 
lution from coal-burning appliances, has 
been made through the work on the measure- 
ment of dust and grit emission from boiler 
furnaces. The methods of sampling dust 
from stacks developed by the Association 
have aroused much interest from those con 
cerned with enforcing or. complying with the 
Clean Air Act. The automatic particle sizing 
apparatus that has been developed can, with 
special care, be employed down to 2 microns 
and can now be used to carry out eight 
analyses a day.

LAW REPORT 


UNFENCED HOLE ON WASTELAND : 
CONTRACTORS’ APPEAL AGAINST 
DAMAGES FOR INJURIES FAILS 


Court of Appeal, Before the Master of the 
Rolls, Lord Justice Willmer and Mr. Justice 
Cassels 
Francis Jackson Contractors Ltd. 
v. Ramage 
é ler Court of Appeal ruled on May 5, that 
- where occupiers of land have not made 
it clear that a user’s licence has been with- 
drawn, they owe a duty to the user to protect 

him from any unusual danger. 

The Master of the Rolls (Lord Evershed), 
Lord Justice Willmer and Mr. Justice Cassels 
upheld a decision of Judge Sir Shirley 
Worthington-Evans, at Uxbridge County 
Court awarding £125 damages for personal 
injuries to Miss Barbara Lena Ramage. of 
Denham-way, Denham, Bucks. 

A piece of waste land near Miss Ramage’s 
home had been used by the public for many 
years, but a part was bought by the appel- 
lants, Francis Jackson Contractors, Ltd., of 
Glebe-avenue, Ickenham, Middlesex, who 
began to build on it in January, 1958. On 
a night in that month, Miss Ramage was 
walking along a hard core track on the con- 
tractors’ land which had been used by pedes 
trians for some time. A hole had been made 
in the track to accommodate a standpipe, 
and Miss Ramage fell into the hole lacerat 
ing her leg. 

The judge held that in the circumstances, 
the contractors, against whom he awarded 
the damages, ought to have lighted or fenced 
the hole, 

Giving the principal judgment of 
Appeal Court, Lorp Justice WILLMER said 
that the contractors maintained that any 
licence impliedly given to the public to walk 
across the land was impliedly withdrawn 
when it was made clear that the contractors 
were developing the site and were building 
on it. His lordship agreed with the County 
Court judge that so far as Miss Ramage was 
concerned, that was not enough. The con 
tractors had failed to make it clear to her 
that her licence had been determined. The 
hole in the hard core. track created an 
unusual danger and it was the contractors’ 
duty to give adequate warning to 
licensee 

The contractors’ appeal was dismissed, with

EXPORTING TO CANADA 


‘Large Potential Market for 
Builders’ Hardware’ 


HE following report, which has been 
prepared by the United Kingdom Trade 
Commission Service in Canada, covers hard- 
ware of a type normally installed in resi 
dential and commercial buildings, consisting 
mainly of such items as door locks, hinges, 
door closers, handles, finger plates, kick 
plates, window catches and fittings. 
Residential construction in Canada is likely 
to continue at the present high level for 
some years, and a large continuing market 
for builders’ hardware seems assured. Cana 
dian tastes in builders’ hardware are similar 
to those in the USA and often differ radically 
from established design in the United King 
dom and other markets. Price and design

are more important factors than quality. For 
tunately UK prices are (with some excep 
tions, notably in brass and nickel) lower than 
those of North American competitors. UK 
manufacturers who have catered for the 
special design requirements can sell their 
builders’ hardware in Canada successfully. 

Sales of locksets and latches probably 
account for 50 per cent by value of the total 
sales of products in the builders’ hardware 
contract trade. North American design deve- 
lopments have rendered standard UK lock- 
sets generally unsaleable, and only those UK 
manufacturers who can offer cylindrical and 
tubular type keys in the knob sets can share 
in the volume demand. The large potential 
market in Canada for UK builders’ hardware 
seems to justify considerable efforts to over- 
come the very real difficulties which exist. 
Only those. manufacturers who make a con 
centrated effort and are prepared to meet 
Canadian design requirements are likely to 
be successful. 

It is strongly suggested that UK builders’ 
hardware manufacturers who contemplate 
entering the Canadian market should send 
a senior executive to make a _ personal 
appraisal of the requirements and selling 
practice in the Canadian trade. Catalogue 
sheets, illustrated in colour whenever pos 
sible, should conform to North American 
size and punching standards. Whenever 
appropriate, packaging should accord with 
the standards adopted by Canadian and US 
competitors. Important points are easy stack 
ing features with details marked on the ends 
of packages. 

Price information should be clear cut, as 
varying additions and discounts irritate 
Canadian customers UK price schedules 
often offend in this respect. Further informa 
tion supplied by the Export Services Branch, 
Board of Trade, Lacon-hse., Theobalds-road, 
London, WC1.

* ARCHITECTURAL SCIENCE REVIEW has 
had predecessors in the form of annual pub 
lications in recent years, and now ‘becomes 
a periodical under this title to be published 
thrice yearly. Its editor is Professor H J 
Cowan, of the University of Sydney, who 
become widely known for his active 
of studies in this field. The first 
contains five papers, a bibliography 
ind abstracts from current periodicals, and 
is to be welcomed as a creditable piece of 
Commonwealth initiative. 

The five papers deal with a variety of sub 
jects, thermal comfort, structural design with 
models, weather protection in curtain walls, 
tropical building. and simplified daylight 
design. Some have a strong practical angle, 
others are closer to a laboratory outlook. 
This is as the editor believes it should be. 
Certainly none of the articles is either 
irrelevant to architecture or difficult to read, 
and one or two make fresh reading even in 
this literature-surfeited country. In par- 
ticular the article on thermal comfort 
seemed just the kind of descriptive handling 
of human mechanisms that . thoughtful 
architects and builders like to have, and the 
paper on tropical building, dealing with 
architectural and constructional aspects of 
work in northern Australia and the nearby

islands, was exceptionally informative and 
well-judged. 

There are two or three matters the editor 
might reconsider ‘before his format gets too 
firmly set.

NEOPRENE BEARING PADS FOR BRIDGES: 
Maintenance-free bridge pads of neoprene are 
now being used throughout France in place 
of more expensive and complicated metal 
bearings.

Total thickness of the 
neoprene is determined by the load, amount 
of movement expected, and the size of the 
girders. Each pad is never more than 2.54 
centimetres thick, but several pads may be 
placed together to increase the thickness. 
The material has an estimated life of 35 to 
50 years, is extremely resistant to compres- 
sion set, weathering, ozone, temperature 
changes, oils, and most chemicals.

AUSTRALIA .—The new international air 
port to serve Melbourne will be at Tulla 
marine, near the existing airport and about 
10 miles from the centre of the city. Choice 
of the site has been welcomed by Australia’s 
two leading airlines. The Australian 
Government has decided that, in addition to 
providing housing and services arising from 
the planned transfer of Government depart 
ments to Canberra, the national character of 
the capital must be developed by special 
features to cost about A£3 million.

This scheme 
provides for the damming of the Molonglo 
River to make a chain of ornamental lakes 
in the centre of Canberra. The proposed site 
for the permanent Parliament House is on 
the shore of the lakes.
